The Value of the Wrought Silk, which fhall be Im- 
orted, as the Guardian {fays, is to be 500,000]. tho 
y his own Rule firft faid down, (viz.) that it fhould 

lay afide half our a Looms, who work Two 
Millions, it ought to be efteem’d a Million: but 
500,000 |. is extravagant enough: 

Of the Importation of French Wrought Silks, when 
the Trade was open, it is well known, that one half of 
thofe Silks at leaft were Alamodes and Luftrings. Now 
the old SCHEME having from the Book of Rates va- 
lued the Wrought Silks at 40 s, per |. one with another, 
this muft be 250,000 ), weight of Silks Imported; and 
the Alamodes and Luftrings Being half of this Quantity, 
muft be then 125,000 |. weight. 


Thefe muft now pay 11. 14s. per ]. weight 
Cuftom, which amounts to 212,500 1. 
The remaining half muft pay 12s. per |}. 
or in a particular Circumftance 10s. 6d. 65,625 |. 


Thefe Sums are to be collected from the firft four 


Articles of the French Trade, as it is ftated for Futurity , 


by the Guardian in his aforefaid Paper: And as he takes

- Over and above thefe things, he may, when he plea- 
fes, add all the Particulars oF the other Imports from 
France, which the other UNDER-SCHEME-MAKERS, 
for they are not yet gone his length, have ennumerated, 
and for which they have fingled out a Year after five 
Years Interruption of Commerce.
